In response to a question raised 1 May 1987 concerning the academic 
materials fee and field trips, students on field trips are expected 
to pay for food, transportation and lodging. 


Questions and Announcements 


One member queried the apparent policy of the Faculty not to allow 
FT faculty to teach summer courses (memo of 4 May 1987, D. Dicks to 
All Chairs, Arts and Science). It was asked if the policy was a 
matter for Council or a matter of negotiation with CUFA. 


D. Dicks noted that there were grounds for exceptions. All things 
being equal, the Faculty was trying to allocate PT jobs to PT 
people. 


C. Bertrand said the issue was raised at a recent meeting of 
Chairs. That body felt that FT faculty should be excluded from 
teaching summer courses for pay as many PT faculty depended greatly 
on those cheques. This was an attempt at moral suasion. If the 
Faculty wished to change Article 16.12 of the Collective Agreement, 
that would have to be negotiated. He agreed to bring the matter 
before Steering Committee in the fall; that body might wish to 
debate the principle.
